Professor Dykes, principal of the Judge Roan, in telling of the delay- 
Boys High school, arose and statedjed verdict for. fear of an outbreak, 
that it is his belief that conditions at|stated that he had been prevailed upon 
the Boys’ High school are even worse 
than those at the English commercial. 

“This school building is crowded to 
far more than its capacity,’ said Pro- 
fessor Dykes. “There are now four im- 
provised classrooms in the auditorium, 
and even these are not adequate to 
care for the large number of pupils 
that we have in that school, 

“There is another defect at the Boys' 
High, too, which might regarded 
as even more detrimental than the lack 
of space. That is the lack of suffi- 
eclent light. For great part of the 
time we have to use artificial light 
for the children to read and study by. 
This is not only a great in@onve- 
nience, but an unnatural condition 
which may be telling on the eyes of the 
pupils. 

“And another deplorable fact in re- 
gard to the Boys’ High school is that 
there is no playground or provision 
Whatever for recreation. I believe that 
this is the only known high school that 
has a Belgian block campus! 

“But to come back to space condi- 
tions, The purpose of instruction to 
the boys is but one of the many uses 
to which this building !s put, which 
should be devoted entirely to the train- 
ing of the boys of the city who have 
finished the grammar schools. To enu- 
merate, this building is used for the 
following purposes: 

“Offices of the superintendent, the 
board of education, the medical store- 
rooms, the director of drawing, the su- 
perintendent of repairs and his store- 
rooms, and the entire night school of 
about 300 pupils, who are scattered 
throughout eight grades and occupy 
oxery inch of space from the basement 
to. the roof.” 

Must Be Remedied.

Mr. Geogan said it would be 
that the aiimiral left Mrs. Eaton noth- 
ing but a heritage of debts and that 
she could have no motive for desir- 
ing his death. 

On the other hand, he said, she had 
as a motive for keeping him alive the 
fact that an income of $4,500 a year, 
representing the admiral’s retired pay, 
ceased on his death, leaving the widow 
without any means of support for her- 
her mother and her daughter. 
defendant, the attornay added, 
would not hide behind a cloak of in- 
sanity nor ask for special privileges 
on account of her sex, 

Admiral’s Drinking Habits. 

FEF. Fremont Smith, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., the first witness, testified 
at considerable length regarding the 
admiral’s habits of intoxication during 
his first wife’s illness and her death. 
It developed by Dr. Smith's testimony 
that naval records show Admiral Eaton 
to have been afflicted with a disease 
for which arsenic and other drugs 
sometimes are administered. It was 
Dr. Smith who secured Mrs. D. H. Ains- 
worth to nurse the admiral’s first wife, 
and he described her as “faithful and 
trueto her charge.” The latter be- 
came Mrs. Eaton and ts now the de- 
fendant in the case. 
['nder a cross-examination by Dits- 
trict Attorney Barker, Dr. Smtih testi- 
fied that the admiral’s first wife died of 
cerebral apoplexy, Which might be a 
symptom of the disease for which the 
admiral had been treated. 

Naval Officers Accuse Eaton, 

Rear Admiral] Charles E. Clark, com- 
mander of the battleship Oregon, on 
her famous voyage around the horn, 
testified that as president of the naval 
examining and retiring board, he de- 
clined a request from Admiral Eaton 
for an assignment to a position on some 
naval board because he had heard of 
his habits of intemperance. 
Lieutenant Holden CC. tichardson, 
aviation instructor at Hammondsport, 
N. ¥.. testified that while junior watch 
officer of the battleship Massachusetts 
in 1903, he had seen. Captain Joseph G. 
Eaton, then master of that vessel, in a 
condition of apparent intoxication. He 
told of one occasion when on the way 
to the Azores, Captain Eaton appeared 
on the bridge dressed in pajamas and 
gave orders, which, if carried out, 
would have put the battleship in dan- 
'gver of collision with other vessels of

FROM JAWS OF NIAGARA 
LANGEARD 1S RESCUED 


His Water 
Hours—Brave Man 
to Rescue.

Niagara Falls, N. Y., October 23.— 
Over four hours in the grasp of the 
whirlpool in a small motor boat, Peter 
W. Langeard, of Detroit, was rescued 
here tonight more dead than alive. He 
taken to a hotel on the Canadian 
where it was said he will be all 
right in twenty-four hours, although 
his nerves were almost shattered by 
his frightful experience. 

Langeard made the trip through the 
Whirlpool rapids from the Maid of the 
Mist landing on the Canadian side to 
the whirlpool to furnish a subject for 
a moving picture film. 

In the Vortex. 

He navigated the rapids safely, but 
When he swung Into the whirlpool 
driftwood clogged his boat’s propellor 
and he was powerless to bring the 
craft out of the vortex. For almost 
three hours he tried in vain to clear 
the propeller by leaning over. the 
Stern of the boat. 

Time after time the 
little craft was sucked 
Whirling waters and 
ifted high into the 
dreds that lined

both shores at dusk 
it seerned that Langeard must lose his 
fight. When darkness came headlights 
were taken from trolley cars along the 
Canadian side and in their glare the 
crowds watched Langeard’s fight for 
life. 

Shortly before 8&8 o’clock Fred Pres- 
ton, of Niagara Falls, Ontario, volun- 
teered to swim out with a life line 
attached to his waist. Langeard, by 
this time exhausted, lay still in the 
bottom of the boat, which bobbed 
around in the vortex like a cork. 

Crowd Cheered Rescuer. 

The crowd, numbering neariy 1,000, 
cheered when Preston struck out for 
the rescue. Half way out his life line 
became entangled in driftwood and he 
was compelled to return to shore. On 
the second attempt he reached the side 
of the boat, but feared to climb into 
the craft half-Alled with water Cline- 
ing to the side of the boat he shouted 
to the rescuers On shore to pull. 

rhe swinging of the boat around the 
whirlpool made the task of pulling on 
the line at the right moment most dif- 
neult. A pull at the wrong time would 
have torn Preston away or overturned 
the boat. The length of the water- 
soaked line also added to the diffi-

Will Mean Four Through 
Trains From Atlanta to 


New York. 


A new train between 
New York, to be known as the 
Special,’”’ is to be established 
Southern railway on Sunday, November} 
16. It will be distinctly an Atlanta 
train in service as well as name; is to 
be made up here and not having any 
connections to wait on will leave every 
day on time. The “Atlanta Special’ 
will be operated on the present sched-, 
ule of the “New York, Atlanta, and . 
New Orleans Limited,” leaving Atlanta 
11 a m.,, central time, arriving New, 
York 12:16 p. m. eastern time, leaving! 
New York 4:35 eastern time, arriving 
Atlanta 5 p. m. central time. 


Schedule Changed. 

On the same day that the “Atlanta | 
Special” is put in service, the schedule’ 
of the New York-New Orleans train, 
will be changed so that leaving New| 
Orleans at 9:30 p. m. it will reach} 
Atlanta at 11:50°a. m. central time; 
leave 12:05 p. m., arrive Washington 
7:30 a. m. eastern time, arrive New 
York 1:40 p. m. Southbound this train 
will leave New York at the same time 
as the “Atlanta Special,” 4:35 p. m.,, 
but wil] leave Washington ten min- 
utes behind it at 10:55 p. m., and ar- 
rive Atlanta 5:10 p. m.- 

The “Atlanta Special” will be a high 
class exclusively Pullman train with 
club car and dining car, double draw- 
ing room, ten section sleeping car, be- 
tween Atlanta and New York, and 
drawing room twelve section sleeping 
acr between Macon and New York.’ It 
will also handle sleeping cars between 
Charlotte and New York and between 
Asheville and New York. 

With the inauguration of the “At- 
lanta Special,” the “New York, Atlanta 
and New Orleans Limited” will only 
handle sleeping cars running through 
between New York and New Orleans 
but will continue to have club car be- 
tween Montgomery and Washington 
and chair car and dining car between 
Montgomery and Greensboro, N. C. 

Better Accomodations. 

The change in the schedule of the 
“New York, Atlanta and New Orleans 
Limited” and the establishment of the 
“Atlanta Special” will serve the double 
purpose of giving more ample accom- 
modations for the travel between At- 
lanta and the east and providing fadil- 
ities for better handling trans-conti- 
nental travel through the southeast. 
On November 16, the Southern Pacific 
railway is to establish a new train 
between San rrancisco and New Or- 
leans Which will reduce the time be- 
tween Atlanta and the coast by thirty 
hours. It is expected that this service 
will attract an increasingly volume of 
trans-continental travel through At- 
lanta and New Orleans gateway and it 
is with the purpose of adequately serv-

Gray, Ga., October 23.—(Special.) 
The introduction before the jury of 
Nick Wilburn’s confession that he slew 
James A. King, for whose murder he 
went on trial today; statements that 
Mrs. King had been guilty of immoral 
relations with Fred Stepp, aged 22, a 
boarder at the King home, as well as 
with Wilburn and the statement by 
Colonel John R. Cooper, leading coun- 
sel for Wilburn, that the defense would 
introduce no evidence were the princi- 
pal features of the Wilburn murder 
tria] on its first day. 

Mrs. King, whose husband, a wealthy 
Jones county farmer. was found dead 
in the woods on Decembef 12, 1912, and 
who is to go on trial as an accessory 
before the faet, spent the day in her 
cell in the jail adjoining the court 
house. 

Wilburn was taken back to Macon 
tonight for safety. ' 

Before the hour of court it had been 
stated that Wilburn would admit the 
killing and claim that the woman, 
Whom he said he had been intimate 
with, had hypnotized him into commit- 
ting the crime, but the lad entered a 
straight plea of “not guilty” and his 
counsel sought to show that the farm- 
er’s death might have been from either 
accident or suicide. 

Evidence Practically Closed, 

Solicitor Joseph E. Pottle, who is 
prosecuting Wilburn before Judge J. A. 
Park, of the Ocmulgee circuit, stated 
at the conclusion of the day that he 
would introduce practically no wit- 
nesses Friday and that his evidence 
Was practically closed. 

The case will probably go to the jary 
Friday afternoon and Mrs. King will 
go on trial Saturday. 

That young Wilburn had been forced 
through “third degree’ methods on the 
part of Detective C. B. Moore and pos- 
sibly with the aid of Deputy Sheriff 
Tom Roberts, into a “confession” when 
he was really innocent of the crime, 
was the theory upon which Colonel] 
Cooper sought to have the confession 
kept frm the iury.

Washington, October 23.—An atmos- 
phere of gravity and sombre silence 
enveloped the Mexican situation here 
tonight, not only with regard to the 
dissatisfaction of the United States at 
Great Britain’s attitude, but as to the 
critical state of affairs in Mexico City 
as the election of October 26 draws 


near. 

There tangible develop- 
ments, but an incident of the day 
which official Washington interpreted 
ominously, was President Wilson's flat 
refusal to discuss Mexieo, or any 
phases of the problem, when he met 
the Washington correspondents in their 
usual semi-weekly conference. The 


president always had discussed infor- 
mally and unofficially matters of in- 
ternational consequence, giving the 
general status of affairs. Today he 
asked to be excused. 

Drastic Measures Likely. 

Secretary Bryan showed equal re- 
ticence, The conclusion drawn gen- 
erally was that a crisis was slowly 
approaching; that the arrival of Gen- 
eral Felix Diaz appeared to complicate 
internal affairs in Mexico, and that 
stern measures by the Washington 
government would not be surprising. 

For the first time ‘during the talk 
of recess and adjournment of congress 
the Mexican situation was injected as 
a reason for Keeping conxzress in ses- 
sion, and in administration circles it 
was admitted that it was not the cur- 
rency problem alone which made it ad- 
visable for members to stay in Wasih- 
ington. 

It became apparent in well informed 
quarters that Great Britain's fatlure 
to repudiate the actien of Sir Lionel 
Carden, British minister to Mexico, 
who presented his credtntials immedi- 
ately after Huerta proclaimed his dic- 
tatorship, had caused Washington off- 
ficials to feel they no longer could 
depend on the help of England in solv- 
ing the Mexican problem and that 
henceforth the United States would go 
forward single-handed, if necessary, in 
a firm and aggressive policy. ° 

To Put Europe on Notice. 


Whether this will be revealed in a 
declaration by the United States of her 
intention as “the nearest neighbor’ of

the jury not present and Colonel Coop- 


er cited from United States supreme 
court decisions to prove that aconfes- 
sion obtained from a prisoner when he 
was defenseless in the presence of a 
sheriff and a detective could not be 
called “free and voluntary” and thus 
could not be allowed in evidence. 

After argument from the solicitor, 
Judge-.Park ruled that from the eyi- 
dence, as related before the court with 
the jury not present by County Treas- 
urer Bob Etheridge, that there was 
nothing to show that the confession 
had been obtained through coercion. 

“God only knows what this detective 
seeking to fasten the cord around Wil- 
burn’s neck did to him, while Mr. 
Etheridge was not present,” argured 
Colonel Cooper. That the prisoner had 
been told that a mob was coming to 
lynch him and had been offered whisky 
by the detectives were other charges 
that Colonel Cooper sought to prove 
in fighting the introduction of the con- 
fession.

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DID THE GIRONDINS HOLD A “LAST SUPPER?”

is a painting Paul De- 


has as its subject the “Last 
Girondins”’—the twenty-one 
deputies who were executed on October 31, 
L793. Did this supper occur? The artist, 
who painted the picture half a century after- 
wards, had authority for so doing for the 
story of this supper has been noted in many 
tccounts of the French revolution. The trial 
of these deputies did not conclude until after 
l\0 o'clock at night of the day previous to 
their execution, and it hardly seems possible 
that they could have gotten together 
feast of the character described. 
Riouffe, who was at the time incarcerated 
at the Conciergerie, and who wrote an ac- 
count of this eventful night, makes no men- 
tion of a supper at all,. but instead that the 
twenty-one condemned men were shut up in 
their several cells, but they passed the time 
in Singing and they were near enough that 
they could hear one another. 
On the other hand, Nodier, who had a turn 
historical romances which he palmed off 
as real history, published, in 1833, “The Ban- 
quet of the Girondins,” and Lamartine. in 
1847, further embellished the story. The lat- 
ter represented that he had obtained all the 
details from Lambert, a priest. who. living 
near the prison and having taken the oath 
to the civil constitution of the clergy. was 
allowed to visit prisoners and may possibly 
have seen the Girondins that last night. 
though Lothringer, a priest who certainly 
saw them next morning, gives no hint of it. 
The story as told of the supper is that 
Vergniaud presided; srissot, taciturn and 
gloomy, was vice president; the younger pris- 
oners indulged in light talk and jests; but 
towards morning the company became more 
serious. A friend provided luxurious dishes, 
and flowers. It is a dramatic picture 
as described by Lamartine, but unfortunately 
it would appear to be pure fiction. The Abbe 
Lambert could not contradict Lamartine’s 
story for he died the very year in which 
the book appeared. It is impossible to say 
whether he furnished Lamartine any facts 
whatever for this elaborate composition. 
The Girondists the name 
political party during the French revolution. 
were rather a group of individuals, 
took their name owing to the fact that 
brilliant of the members were depu- 
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ties from the Gironde. In the legislative as- 
sembly the Girondists represented the princi- 
ple of democratic revolution within and of 
patriotic deflance to the European powers 
without. 

As the revolution developed they trem- 
bled at the anarchic forces they had helped 
to unchain, and tried in vain to curb them. 
The overthrow of the monarchy on the 10th 
of August, and the massacres of Septem- 
ber, were not their work, though they claim- 
ed credit for the results achieved. The crisis 
of their fate was not slow in coming. They 
attempted to arrest the revolutionary move- 
ment, but it had gone too far, and for their 
efforts they lost their heads. 

Stories differ as to their imprisonment. 
According to Lamartine they were all placed 
in one cell, but another writer says that 
“they were placed in one large room opening 
into several cells.’ Among the number of 
condemned was Dufriche de Valaze, who. im- 
mediately upon reaching his cell, plunged a 
knife into his heart and his dead body was 
deposited in one of the corners of the room, 
for it was decided that his remains should 
be taken with the crowd the following day 
and that he should be beheaded along with 
the others. This was done. 

One writer, more graphic than the others 
in his descriptive style, tells the following 
story of the “Last Supper.” “The table was 
richly spread, it was decorated with flowers 
and supplied with all the delicacies that 
Paris could afford. In cadence and subdued 
tones they sat down to the repast. When 
the cloth was removed and the flowers and 
wine were seen, the conversation became 
more animated. The entire body attempted, 
with songs and affected gaiety, to disarm 
death of its horror. Finally rosy morning 
began to settle in at their banquet, and then 
came the executioners to cut off their hair 
and robe them for the scaffold. The start 
was made at 10 o'clock.”

March 1, he must pay five-sixths of the 
amount for the current calendar year. 

Salaries drawn from the federal, state or 
municipal governments are exempted. The 
taxpayer may deduct from his reported in- 
come any losses incurred or interest. on debts 
paid, and any other taxes he may have paid 
during the year. Not later than November 
1, the persons from whom he receives his 
stipend must begin to deduct the amount of 
the tax, and they are responsible for its pay- 
ment to the government. 

The citizen living with his wife who re- 
ceives not more than $4,000 pays nothing. 
If he receives $5,000 net, he must pay 1 per 
cent upon $1,000; that is to say, §10; ana a 
similar sum of $10 upon every additional 
$1,000 of income up to $20,000. Those In re-

Cincinnati, October 23.—President 
Charles W. Murphy, of the Chicago Na- 
tionals, who is in Cincinnati, denied 
today that Roger Bresnahan had been 
traded to Brooklyn and would succeed 
William Dahlen as manager of that 
club.
